John Bxowa and George Shaffer also 


Sentenced to the Penitentiary— 


Otner Court Business. 


Edward Caplin who was tried and 


convicted last week of the charge of 
larceny and receiving stolen goods, 
was brought into court on Saturday 
for sentence. Hon. Geo. J. Benner, 
who had defended prisoner, made a 
motion for a new trial on the ground 
tnat the verdict was against the 
weight of the evidence on matter of 
identification. The defendant was one 
of a gang of three who came to this 
place on Decoration Day of this year 
and was the one against whom the 
evidence was much clearer than the 
ethers on the charge of picking pock- 
ets. 
The 
Court 
overruled 
motion 


for new trial and remarking that de- 
fendant was not entitled to any leni- 
ency on account of standing trial and 
denying his offense, he was given 
the maximum penalty of not over five 
years in the Eastern Penitentiary, 
and not less than 15 months. 


John Brown was next called up for 


sentence. He plead guilty to larceny 
of $20 from the person of Sam Stan- 
ton while asleep in a chair.. The de- 
fendant said he had been drinking 
and declared it to be a "dumb Dutch 
trick." . The Court sentenced him to 
the Penitentiary for a * period of not 
less than 10 months and not more 
than five years. 


George Shaffer plead guilty to two 


charges of larceny, gum hose from the 
W. M. R. R. and two blankets from 
Holtzworth & Hoffman. Drink is this 
man's besetting sin and he takes what 
belongs to others to get liquor. He 
was sentenced to not less than nine 
months in the Penitentiary and not 
more than three years in each case, 
the stfatences not to run concurrent 
so that the full sentence in both cases 
is not less than 18 months and not 
over 6 years. 


James Butler who plead guilty to 


assault aud battery on information 
of Chas. H. Wilson was sentenced to 
7 months in jail, having already been 
in jail 2 monies. 
. 


The case of Com. vs. John F. Smith, 


surety of the paace on Information 
of his wife. Alice B. Smith, was heard 
by the Court. Defendant and family 
had lived many years in Mt. Pleasant 
townsnip and moved_Jtft^Ctettyabmae. 
Trscssitry:TB~er~Tiaa'~~been married. 38 
years and had eleven children. The 
defendant had been abusing his wife, 
making threats for years, but since 
living in Gettysburg these occurrences 
•were more frequent and more violent. 
He had threatened to kill his wife and 
children and they were afraid of him. 
A 
daughter 
also 
testified to 
the 


threat* Dr. H. L. Diehl. physician of 
the jail, testified that defendant was 
in an infectious and incurable condi- 
tion. It fact it would seem that he 
should be in a pest house rather than 
at large. The Court sentenced him 
to give bail in sum of $500 to be of 
good behavior and keep the peace for 
two years and stand committed until 
such bail is given. He was put in 
custody of the sheriff and it is not 
likely he will secure ball. 


James Delaney, first plead guilty 


to an assault and battery on John 
Shealer, a police officer, but when ar- 
raigned said Shealer had struck him 
first. The plea of guilty he said had 
been entered as he thought by so do- 
ing he could get out of jail sooner. 
Plea was not accepted and he was 
held for trial at the next court. 


Com. 
vs. Carrie Robinson, charged 


with stealing two plumes from Mrs. 
Rilie, milliner. She has two children. 
Defendant was paroled, the proseeu- 
trix did not urge any sentence. 


Com. vs. Albert Hamm, the defend- 


ant not appearing at August court, the 
recognizance he had given with Re- 
becca Hamm was forfeited with or- 
der that it be respited if he appeared 
at the November sessions.

on a high point near town would give 
gravity pressure that would give the 
town the best kind of protection and 
at no cost to the company except the 
original outlay. 


As a public service corporation it 


is suggested that the company consult 
with the town people as to the wants 
of the town before going ahead with 
their

Western 
Maryland 
railroad 


which months ago placed an order tor 
entire new equipment for its new 
Pittsburg extension which it expects 
to open about November 1 next, has 
received fifteen of the handsome new 
passenger coaches ordered and they 
attract much attention by the great 
size, strength and beauty. They are 
of largest passenger coach 'type and 
seat seventy people, while the coaches 
of few years ago only seated 50. They 
are sixty feet long and nearly ten feet 
wide. The style of their beauty is 
rich simplicity. They are painted a 
dark green, lettered in gold on the 
outside, while the interior is in quar- 
tered oak, inlaid with fancy woods, 
in the daintiest possible manner. The 
metal work is all finished in a statu- 
ary bronze effect. The seats are the 
most luxurious pattern, upholstered 
on green plush. The basket racks for 
luggage over the seats run the entire 
length of the coach and are wide and 
ample 
The windows and doors are 


finished with polished plate glass. 
Their lavatories and wash rooms are 
at each end of the coach. The steel 
underframe, built entirely of steel and 
concrete makes them practically anti- 
telescopic and no matter what the 
force of the collision, they could not 
be badly damaged. 
This extensive 


weight, gives them not only vast 
strength, but also makes them ride 
very easy. The system of springs.is 
the most elaborate ever devised and 
they are the easiest riding coaches 
ever built.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OPEN 


WITH THE LARGEST ATTEND- 


ANCE IN THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Some of the Provisions of the Code 


Applicable to Pupils that Should 


be Kept in Mind. 


The public schools of the town open- 


ed with one session on Monday, aa 
that dav was Labor Day. Professor 
W. A. Burgoon met the teachers on 
last Friday and talked over the plans 
of the work for the coming year. The 
High School has the largest attend- 
ance in its history, 110 pupils. 


A Manual of the Public Schools of 


Gettysburg ^as been prepared by Pro- 
'essor Burgoon and printed for the 
Board by the COMPILER, and this Man- 
ual will be placed in the hands oc the 
teachers 
and 
all 
pupils 
in 
the 


advanced grades and it is desired to 
have a copy in the hands of ail cue 
patrons of the schools and the same 
can be had upon application to Prof. 
Burgoon. 


The schools for the first time come 


under the provision of the new school 
code and many or our people and chil- 
dren may rfot be familiar with the 
code and it would be well for the chil- 
dren and their parents to learn ^rhat 
the State expects of the children. 


"Hookey" playing and absence from 


other causes without sufficient excuse 
is one of the things strictly forbidden 
by the new law. All children between 
the age of eight and 16 years must at- 
tend school regularly and continuous- 
ly answer for their irregularity to the 
truant officer. Under the old law. if 
a child between the age of eight and 
16 years attended school with an 'aver- 
age of 75 per cent, that was sufficient. 
This allowed for absence from neces- 
sary causes and no questions were1 
asked. Now to be absent from the 
sessions of school without good ex- 
cuse for any length of time is made 
a criminal offense and teacher is re- 
quired to report irregularities with- 
out an excuse to the truant officer and 
it is the duty of that official to arrest 
the pupil in question and return him 
to school, after having notified the- 
child's parents. 
Second or third of- 


fenses will bring'the matter to the at- 
tention of the school directors, and 
finally to the juvenile court. 


No interference with the truant of- 


JJcer^wilir be brooked and he is given 
authority 
to .enter 
manufacturing 


plants or other places where children. 
are employed if._in his oninion, th^re 
are" children tfiere whcTlnould be in' 
school. Heavy fines are provided for 
those who resist the authority of the 
officer. 


The new code does not touch the 


vaccination question, but it makes 
monthly fiie drills compulsory in the 
schools. 


As heretofore, children who are six 


years of age or who will reach that 
age betore January, will be admitted 
to the schools at the opening of the 
term. Children who will arrive at 
the age of six between January l and 
the close of school will be admitted in 
January. The new code provides that 
children thus beginning school can be 
admitted only during the first two 
weeks after the opening of the term 
or the first two weeks following: Jan- 
uary 1. 


Another important provision relates 


to flags. The new code provides that 
there must be a flag for every school 
house, which flag must be kept afloat 
every day when the weather is fair. 


Work for Federal Building Going On 


Dirt began to fly at the site of the 


Federal Building on last Friday morn- 
ing. The oputract for excavation of 
the cellar was awarded to William. 
Hemler on his bid and on Friday he 
began work with plow and several 
teams operating shovels. 


The test holes made by the govern- 


ment revealed the fact that the work 
of excavation will be confined to loose 
dirt and clay soil. Mr. Hemler finds 
as 1a'- as he has gone that a plow goes 
through the ground several feet un- 
der the surface as easily as it went 
through the surface soil. 
A large 


quantity of the surface soil is being 
piled up on the rear of the lot to be- 
used for the top dressing when the 
holes have been filled and the ground 
is leveled off.

Tbe 
absurdity of pride of ancestry was well 
exhibited ID that Scotch-lriehtuftu in 
a Brutish campaign in India. He 
was approached by a messenger de- 
eiroue of securing skilled mechanical 
labor with tbe inquiry. "Are you a 
mechanic?'' and he answered "Me- 
Amc, "No inou I am uo McAuic, 1 am 
a McDonald.'7 


Whenever you hear one having 


nothing better to talK about than that 
they are McDonalds or aur other old 
kind of a Mac you can rest assured 
that the poet was right iu declaring 


"They who on noble ancestry en- 


large, 


Proclaim their debt, instead of its 


discharge." 


To discharge tbe debt IE not iu the 


boasting of lineage but iu making good 
in human service, so that the present 
generation may compare favorably in- 
stead of pitifully with that ancestry. 


I think we have come here today 


more on account of a tie of blood. 
There is ever present in tbe human a 
mysterious haukeriue after hie own. 
He may abuse hie relationship with 
liberal doses but he won't let any out- 
aider stand side by side with him on 
his platform of abuse, for he is with 
hie blood to the last ditch. It is this 
tie of blood that is forever asking 
whence came I and what am I. The 
answer to these questions one feels 
would advance self Knowledge and 
you know tbe wisdom of all ages ad- 
monishes "know thyself BO that 
through self knowledge you may be 
more worth while to your own age. 
Life's increasing line comes to us 
Spun from lines of myriad dead, 
Subtle moods have slipped into us 
Down along this scarlet thread. 


Before tafcing a backward-Rrance 


along this scarlet thread it ought to be 
worth while to stop and consider what 
we are today and then what we were 
two centuries ago. We were of Celtic 
origin, for the Scotch and the Irish 
were branches of the Celtic race. But 
if you ever have the opportunity to at- 
tend a Celtic gathering, a wake or a 
fling, you will get such big doses of 
the Gaelic tongue, a rather loud harsh 
language and the more you hear of it 
the more you will be convinced that 
your Celtic, or Scotch-Irish origin has 
been eliminated, evolving something 
entirely different,—An American, and 
the more Uaelic you hear the more 
you will thank God that you are an 
American.

American blood is in the fact that you 
are not of some pure racial strain, but 
that in your blood flows many Causas- 
ian strains, Irish, Scotch, British, 
German, French or numerous others. 
The crowing again and again of these 
bloods has evolved the American aud 
it is a thing to be thankful for. 


Luther Buroank dec!area the Amer- 


ican to be a distinct type as the result 
of tbe crossing of many families of the 
Caucasian race. In tbe plant world 
the crossing he declares always pro- 
duces a stronger aud better plant. The 
better qualities are preserved the poor- 
er are eliminated and he declares that 
the same absolute rule iu the plant 
world will hold as true with the hu- 
man plaut. The crossing produces i 
stronger, more virile, more inventive 
a mentally better race. The American 
he declares is a distinct aud better hu 
man culture than all that procedec 
and because of that fact was able to 
accomplish iu one ceutury a greater 
advance thau the separates races had 
taken iu hundreds and thousands o 
years. 80 thank God you are au Amer 
jca.i spun from the lives of myriad 
mixture dead. 


The name Mcllbenny is declared by 


those qualified to speak to be of un 
questioned Celtic origin. There were 
four branches of the Celts, Irish 
Scotch, Welsh and Britons. Now to 
which do you belong? We will come 
to that later.

Number One. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to consolidate 
the courts of common pleas of Alle- 
gheny County. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House ot Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In 
General Assembly met. That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be, and the same Is 
hereby, proposed, In accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


Section 6. In the county of Phila- 


delphia all the jurisdiction and pow- 
ers now vested in the district courts 
and cojirts of common pleas, subject 
to such changes as may be made b> 
this Constitution or by law, shall be 
in Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate " jurisdiction, 
composed 
of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
five, but the number of said courts 
may be by law increased, from time 
to time, and shall be in like manner 
designated 
by successive numbers. 


The number of judges iii any of said 
courts, or in any county where the es- 
tablishment of an additional court 
inay be authorized by law, may be in- 
creased, from time to time, and when- 
ever such increase shall amount in 
the whole to three, such three judges 
shall ccmpose a distinct and separate 
court as aforesaid, which shall be 
numbered as aforesaid. In Philadel- 
phia all suits shall be instituted in the 
said courts of common pleas without 
designating the number of the said 
court, and the several courts shall dis- 
tribute and apportion the business 
among them iu such manner as shall 
be provided by rules of court, and 
each court, to which any suit shall be 
thus assigned, shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction thereof, subject to change 
of venue, as shall be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all ihe 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which.shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject 
to change of venue as provided by 
law. The president judge of said 
court shall be^selected as provided by 
mivr~'T^e^nTimT^f"o-t^i^^ 
court may be by law increased from 
time to time. This amendment shall 
take effect on the first day of January 
succeeding its adoption.

Number Two. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen 


ate and House ot Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pensylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 


Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight, ar- 


ticle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as folMHrs:— 


"Section 8. The debt of an> county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property rtierein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valua- 
tion of property, -without the assent of 
the electors thereof at a public elec 
tion in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided bv law. but any city, the debt 
of which now exceeds seven per cen- 
tum of such assessed valuation, may 
be authorized by law to increase the 
same three per centum, in the aggre- 
gate, at any one time, upon such valu- 
ation," so as to read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated 
district, except as herein provided, 
shall never exceed seven per centum 
upon the assessed value of the taxa 
ble property therein, nor shall an> 
such municipality or district incur any- 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen 
turn upon such assessed valuationof 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorizH 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hen-matter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadel- 
phia for the construction and develop- 
ment of subways for transit purposes, 
or for the construction of wharves and 
docks, or the reclamation of land to 
be used in the construction of a sys- 
tem of wharves and docks, as public 
improvements, owned or to be owned 
by said city and county of Philadel- 
phia, and which shall yield to the e!ty 
an^l county of Philadelphia current 
net revenue in excess of the Interest 
on said debt or debts and of the an- 
nual installments necessary for the 
cancellation of said debt or debts, may 
be excluded In ascertaining the power 
of the city and county of Philadelphia 
to become otherwise indebted: Provid-

clime keeps the Inland Kiuetald green 
all the year around, KIVIUK to n its 
name. The climate unquestionably 
developed the Irish Celts far m ad- 
vauce of other Celtic branches and 
oilier Northern races.

Sympathizers and 
supporters of tbe Stewarts fled from 
Scotland to Ireland aud from both 
countries to America. 


The great South Sea Bubble Com- 


pany was at its heighrh in 1720 stimu- 
lating foreign trade.

tjut Robert>Va'lpoie premier through 
two reigus from 1721 to 1742 kept his 
country out of foreign entanglements 
aud developed trade aud commerce 
extensively. 


Our ancestry may have been among 


the persecuted Irish of ,tae Emerald 
isle, they may nave been sympathi- 
zers of the House of Stewart and made 
to realize that emigration was condu- 
sive to length of days. They may 
have been caught in the world drift of 
commerce of that age and swept to 
these shores. Auy or all of these rea- 
sons may have caused the emigration 
of the Mcllheuuy aud King families 
to Adams County about 1730 to 173o 


We have intentionally given the 


Irish prominence iu this quick sketch 
for Mcllbenny is not a Scotch name. 
Whatever Scotch was in the family 
slipped in the scarlet thread because 
Scotch girls looked good to Irish male 
eyes and they made them their wives. 
There is a family tradition that the 
King family was of Scotch origin and 
the reasons for the truth of this tradi- 
tion may be presented at a later day. 


One of the facts I am here today to 


tell is that there is no clan in the 
Highland of Scotland of the name of 
Mcll benny or King. There is no 
family of the name of Mcllhenny in 
tbe lowlands of Scotland. My author- 
ity for this assertion is twofold. 6. 
Harvey Johnston an authority on 
Scottish Heraldy aud author of a book 
on tbe subject has written me from 
Edinburgh to this eflect. So also 
William J. Hay, au antiquarian and 
specialist in Scottish history, litera- 
ture and family history. He is a pub- 
lisher living In John Knox's House, 
High St., Edinburgh. 


The latter writes me that Mcllhenny 


or McElhenny is an Irish name and 
of Celtic origin. He adds there are no 
Irish clans, aud no tartans applicable 
to either family. 


I conclude with venturesome guess 


as to the meaning of the name Mc- 
llhenny. I have uo authority fur it 


I other than certain Celtic words. As ia 
well known trie Scotch spell tbe pre- 


cmnce of tbe Ceremony in Break- 


ing Ground. 


When the ancient Aztecs of Mexico 


erected a public edifice, they cast into 
tbe fouudaiiou living men aa sacrifi- 
ces to th«ir icoda, aud laid upon their 
writhing bodies the heavy stones, 
while cries of igouy rent the air. 
Taught tu • more excellent way, we 
meet with glad hearts and with mar- 
tial music to break ground on this site 
for a great Federal building. 


Toe apparently trifling act of lifting 


a spadeful of earth is really deeply 
suggestive 
It marks an era iu the 


civic life of this community. It meets 
a want, not simply iu providing more 
adequate facilities for the transaction 
of the business fur which it is mteud- 
ed, tmt iu doing this iu a manner 
worthy of a great nation. 


The act which we perform today i» 


significant Because it ia the first prac- 
tical step toward the erection of a 
noble edifice 
Great buildings are the 


expression of the genius, the civiliza- 
tion aud tbe public spirit of nations. 
they are the landmarks of the centur- 
ies. Tbe mighty pyramids aud the 
colossal ruins of temples speak of the 
glory of -Egypt, the Parthenon of the 
splendor of Ureece, aud the Colosseum 
of the triumph of Home. The majes- 
tic cathedrals of Europe are monu- 
ments to tbe faith, to the devotion and 
to the genius of our fathers. This 
building of pure marble in a setting of 
emerald, in its magnitude, its classic 
architecture, its strength, its provis- 
ions against accident, should not only 
be a thing of beauty, but should defy 
the ravages of time for a thousand 
years, aua should take its place with 
like edifices which record iu stone our 
nation's history. 


The act is significant also because it 


is sugvestive of tbe stability and pros- 
perity of the United States. Founded 
as it will be upon immovable rock, 
this building will be a symbol of our 
national security resting upon the 
eternal principles of truth aud justice. 
In it? costliness it is the evidence of 
the vast resources ot this matchless 
country and of the imperial revenues 
of the government. A nation impover- 
ished by its mistakes, without a pro- 
ductive soil and without mineral 
wealth, made up of an eflete or dis- 
pirited people could undertake no such 
public work as this. But our country 
ia tne embodiment of all the elements 
that make a great, free, progressive 
and prosperous people. 


This spadeful of earth indicates the

Here was irrevocably declared 
the 


abolition of negro slavery and the in- 
tegrity of the Union. Here our nation 
had '•a new birth of freedom", arid 
here was determined "that govern 
meut of the people, by the people 
aud for the people shall not perish 
from the earth. " Hither will come 
for all time the sous and daughters of 
our great Republic to pledge auew 
their allegiance to the undying prin- 
ciples which here gamed the day. 
Hither will come, as to a shrine of 
liberty, the lovers of freedom to kindle 
afresh their devotion to constitutional 
government 
And when the multi- 


tudes that visit these sacred scenes 
sball record their impressions and 
send them to their friends, it is fitting 
that their missives shall pass through 
the marble portals of this splendid 
post office. 


It is important also that tbe surveys 


and records of the Battlefield Com- 
mission should have a safe depository, 
and that there should be here suitable 
offices for the commissioners who 
have so conscientiously aud success- 
fully preserved the fleid intact and 
made it one of the most attractive 
spots in all the laud. We, the citizens 
of this community, who are in a real 
sense the custodians? of the site of one 
of tbe decisive battles of history, hail 
therefore this new recognition of Uet 
tysburg. 


The spadeful of earth stands for the 


educational value of the new Federal 
building. It will be an object-lesson 
to the thousands who shall see it iu 
the years to come. It will stimulate 
good taste aud promote culture. It 
will exercise a refining influence upon 
the community. It will promote civic 
pride. Future public buildings will be 
brought into harmony with its ideal. 
Its classic form aud gleaming marble 
will compel attention and silently en- 
force the lesson of beauty.

Why Cora it King. 


Corn ia the king of the grains in the 


number of bushels produced aud in all 
arouud useful otss. declares 
FAUM 


MACHINERY, it is the foundation for 
the livestock industry iu tbe United 
States, especially hog raising. 


Corn i« used directly for food by 


thousands of people, iu toe form of 
corn bread, hominy and many excel- 
lent dis&es 
Indirectly it is the food 


for tbe entire meat ettiiug world, but 
aside from its food uses there are 
many others that many people have 
never heard about. 


People who like to talk in million:* 


and billions should revel iu discussing 
the corn crop 
Corn vas the gift of 


the New World to tbe O!d. It prob- 
ably originated iu Mexico. Now it is 
grown all over tbe worla and the 


i average aunuai crop is about four bil- 
jliou bushels. The United States fur- 
nishes two thirds of that total. 


Every year some new use is found 


for corn, in the old day» there were 
only two ways to dispose of it—to feed 
it to cattle and, iu the shape of corn- 
meal, to some people. The meal had 
ic be for local consumption, because 
when fiiade, as it theu was, from tbe 
whole kernel, it soon became rancid. 


From the germ, which ia separated 


from the keruel iu the milling process, 
the .oil ia extracted by chemical and 
mechanical processes and constitutes 
a product which is coming into use in 
the manufacture of paint. 


Tne vulcanized oil is used extensive- 


ly in surfacing linoleum and oilcloth 
aud is applied to a number of other 
purposes. After the oil is extracted 
there is left a valuable residuum, 
known as corn oil cake, which is sold 
here and abroad aud is used m the fat- 
tening of sheep and other animals. 
Nearly fifty million pounds of this 
material are annually 
shipped to 


Great Britain and Germany and there 
used by farmers, who rind ic cheaper 
than materials of a similar nature 
which they can grow at home. 


A corn product which is coming into 


extensive use is glucose, made from 
starch, water and sulphuric acid. Con- 
fectioneis use large quantities of glu- 
cose, which is a colorless, sweetish 
syrup useful as food when properly 
taken. Nearly two hundred million 
pounds of til ucose are sent out of this 
country each year to all parts of the 
world. 


From corustarch also comes dextrin 


of several kinds, used extensively in 
the making of glue, paste and mucil- 
age. When one licks a postage stamp 
one gets a taste of dextrin, Savored 
often with some harmless preservative. 


One other use of corn may be men- 


tioned as in all probability having an 
important bearing on future industrial 
pursuits. Oeuatured alcohol is already 
extensively manufactured from corn, 
both at home and abroad. Despite 
the advancing price of the grain it is 
still one of the 
most economical 


sources of a product which under dif- 
ferent legal restrictions from those 
now in existence may become import- 
ant as a source of heat, light and pow- 
er in homes, especially farm homes. 


Experiments conducted here and 


abroad demonstrated that bulkheads 
constructed of cornstalks were nearly 
impervious to water when a shot pas- 
sed through them. Some of the largest 
ships are now protected with a belt of 
corn pith celulose made largely from 
corn grown in the Ohio Valley. The 
same material, or modified forms of 
it, i» used iu the manufacture of high 
explosives, such as guucotton and 
smokeless powder." 


Pyroxylin varnish, another material 


made from cellulose, is a very useful 
product manufactured in connection 
with the other products just mention- 
ed. 


From time to time the attention of 


the country has been directed toward 
the vanishing supply of wood for the 
manufacture of paper or paper pulp. 
Various attempts have been made to 
manufacture paper from other mater- 
ials aud a good many years ago sam- 
ples of fine paper were produced from 
cornstalks. The processes as follow- 
ed were, however, not economical, 30 
that the work was abandoned. More 
recently new light has been thrown on 
the subject thruigh improved methods 
and professes. 


Like the grain the stalks contain a 


number of products which can be 
separated under proper chemical, phy- 
sical aud mechanical processes, it 
has been demonstrated that a form of 
low grade molasses can be taken from 
cornstalks without in any way detract- 
ing from their value for the manufac- 
ture of paper. 


In passing it would be well to call 


attention to another part of the corn 
plant which is considered a more or 
less useless thing by tbe fanner, the 
cob. 


With 
the increased 
knowledge 


which experimental work bas devel- 
oped at the agricultural colleges aud 
stations tbe usefulness of this material 
as a stock food when ground in con- 
nection with grain has been shown. 


Large quantltias therefore of ground 


grain aud cobs are now used for feed- 
ing. 
The cob is also ground and mix- 


ed with various higtily concentrated 
feeds such as cottonseed meal aud 
sold for slock food. Large quantities 
of cobs furthermore are utilized iu cer- 
tain parts of the Mississippi Valley in 
the manufacture of corncob pipes.

Dur- 
ing his residence in that town he be- 
came well acquainted with many of 
our people, making frequent trips to 
Gettysburg. He returned to York in 
1889 and ever since has been identifi- 
ed with some of York's most import- 
ant industrial and financial enterpris- 


_^_es. At one time he was a member of 


the banking: firm of Smyser, Bott 
Co., %vhich later was changed to the 
York Trust Company, with which cor- 
poration he served as treasurer. Mr. 
Smyser was also one of the organiz- 
ers 01 the York Card and Paper Com- 
pany, of which he was treasurer for a 
"time and later a director. In com- 


pany with George F. Billmeyer he 
owned the water works at Middle- 
town, Dauphin county, which they 
bought in 1897 and sold in 1901. He 
was also an organizer and director of 
the New York Match Company, for 
one year treasurer of the Norway Iron 
and Steel Company, and for six years 
a director of the East Berlin branch 
railroad. 
Mr. Smyser was also an- 


extensive owner of valuable real es- 
tate ia York and vicinity. He owned 
the-old Smyser homestead of 137 acres 
v.Jn West Manchester township, which 


was owned by his great-grandfather 
and on which all of the family were 
raised. 


SAMUEL HAT FORNEY, one of Han- 


over's oldest and most esteemed resi- 
dents died on Aug. 27 after the illness 
of only a week from uretha poisoning 
aged 72 years and 29 days.
